This  procedure  required  no 
special  revelation,  said  Fllder 
McConkie.  “The  law  was 
already  ordained  and 
established,”  he  said,  and  he 
explained  that  the  direction  of 
the  Church  after  the  death  of 
its  president  automatically 
goes  to  the  Council,  which  acts 
as  a  First  Presidency  until  a 
new  formal  reorganization 
takes  place. 

In  choosing  the  new  Church 
Presidency,  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  met  Sunday,  Dec.  30, 
1973  in  an  upper  room  of  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple,  Elder 
McConkie  said.  Normally,  the 
First  Presidency  will  sit  in 
three  chairs  in  the  front  of  the 
room,  with  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  seated  in  a  semicircle 
in  front  of  them.  But  in  this 
case,  said  Elder  McConkie, 
there  were  14  chairs  in  the 
semicircle  for  each  one  of  the 
sustained  Council  members, 
since  the  First  Presidency  had 
been  dissolved. 

President  Kimball  took 
charge  of  the  meeting,  said 
Elder  McConkie,  and  the  first 
proposal  considered  by  the 
Council  was  whether  the  First 
Presidency  should  be 
reorganized  or  if  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  should  continue 
functioning  as  the  First 
Presidency.  President  Kimball 
invited  each  of  the  Council 
members  to  respond,  Elder 
Kimball  said. 

And,  quoting  Elder  Orson 
Hyde’s  account  of  the  first 
meeting  ever  held  to  choose  a 
new  prophet,  Elder  McConkie 
stated  that  “precisely  the  same 
thing  occurred”  that  Sunday 
afternoon  as  did  in  those  early

Chairman  Herbert  Stein  of 
the  President’s  Council  of 
Economic  Advisors  predicted 
the  rate  of  inflation  would 
slow  sharply  when  the  current 
round  of  price  increases  for 
petroleum  and  energy  supplies 
have  ended  and  when  the  food 
supply  catches  up  with 
demand. 

“We  are  now  going  through 
an  essentially  one-time 
adjustment  to  higher  energy 
prices  and  we  are  still  making 
an  adjustment  to  relatively 
short  food  supplies,”  he  said. 

“These  adjustments,  which 
are  producing  such 
sky-rocketing  prices,  will  come 
to  end,”  Stein  added.

Brennan  said  workers,  whose 
earnings  were  eroded  by 
inflation  last  year,  are  entitled 
to  higher  wages  in  1974  to 
cope  with  price  increases. 

But  the  administration’s 
assurances  were  not  good 
enough  for  AFL-CIO  President 
George  Meany. 

He  called  for  “an  immediate 
end  to  the  administration’s 
economic  policy  that  is  aimed 
only  at  protecting  the  profits 
of  corporations  and  banks 
while  forgetting  about  the  vast 
majority  of  the  American 
people  who  work  for  a  living.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  The 
State  Department  was 
studying  on  Tuesday  the 
possibility  of  U.S. -Cuban  talks 
on  renewing  diplomatic 
relations  following  reports  of 
Cuba’s  willingness  to  consider 
the  subject  under  certain 
circumstances. 

Cuba’s  ambassador  to 
Mexico,  Fernando  Lopez 
Muino,  said  his  government  is 
‘‘ready  to  discuss,  not 
establish”  relations  with  the 
United  States  if  Washington  is 
prepared  to  end  its  support  of 
the  nine-year-old  hemispheric 
embargo  of  the  Caribbean 
island. 


In  an  address  to  the 
assembled  student  body  and 
faculty  at  Tuesday’s 
devotional  assembly,  President 
Dallin  Oaks  emphasized  the 
importance  of  personal 
honesty  and  integrity,  citing 
the  university’s  Honor  Code  as 
an  important  “dimension  of 
difference”  in  the  B,YU 
community. 

In  his  address,  Dr.  Oaks 
stated: 

“I  take  this  means  of 
addressing  the  Brigham  Young 
University  community  to 
emphasize  a  vital  dimension  of 
difference  that  distinguishes  us 
from  many  other  teaching 
institutions. 

‘‘This  difference  our 
conviction  that  we  have  a 
responsibility  to  teach  honesty 
and  other  gospel 
principles  needs  to  be 
understood  by  each  one  of  us 
if  we  are  to  be  knowledgeable, 
united  and  successful  in  our 
academic  endeavors. 

“From  our  beginning  as 
Brigham  Young  Academy  to 
the  present  day,  the 
philosophy  of  this  institution, 
as  established  by  its  governing 
board  and  carried  out  by  its 
president  and  faculty,  has 
affirmed  that  the  development 
of  character  is  as  important  as 
any  other  academic  endeavor 
on  campus. 

‘‘Karl  G.  Maeser,  the 
founding  genius  of  this 
university,  taught  that  no 
other  accomplishments  can 
recompense  for  the  lack  of  a 
virtuous  character.  President 
Franklin  S.  Harris,  who 
became  President  of  BYU  52 
years  ago,  declared  that  the 
‘true  spirit’  of  Brigham 
Young  University  ‘places 
character  above  learning  ’  and 
f  looks  toward  eternal 
progression.’ 

“In  my  own  inaugural 
address  I  observed  that  ‘the 
enormous  resources  devoted  to 
this  institution  could  not  be 
justified  if  we  did  not  provide 
a  unique  educational 
experience.  What  makes  us 
unique  is  the  spiritual 
dimension  we  provide.' 

“As  part  of  that  spiritual 
dimension  we  are  concerned 
with  personal  behavior  and  are 
committed  ‘to  concentrate  on 
the  training,  self-discipline, 
and  conduct  of  the  individual.’ 

“Although  our  concern  with 
character  is  at  least  as  great  as 
our  preoccupation  with  formal 
subject  matter,  our  colleges 
and  departments  are  organized 
along  traditional  lines  that  give 
no  apparent  emphasis  to  this 
larger  concern.  Moreover,  in 
times  past  our  formal 
instruction  in  religion  was 


The  conciliatory  statement 
appeared  to  at  least  partially 
satisfy  one  of  the  two 
conditions  for  improving 
relations  with  Cuba  outlined 
by  Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger. 

Kissinger  said  that  “the 
hostility  of  the  government  of 
Cuba”  has  been  one  of  two 
major  obstacles,  to 
rapprochement. 

The  second  barrier,  Kissinger 
said,  is  Cuba’s  “commitment 
to  revolutionary  policy 
throughout  the  Western 
hemisphere.” 

State  Department  officials 
noted  that  Cuban  Prime 


located  in  a  separate  ‘division’ 
or  ‘college,’  which  implied  that 
only  one  area  of  the  University 
was  responsible  for  religious 
instruction  and  that  there  was 
some  barrier  separating  it  from 
the  other  colleges  in  the 
University. 

“Recently  we  have  dissolved 
the  collegiate  entity  of 
Religious  Instruction  and 
moved  to  involve  faculty  from 
every  college  and  school  in  the 
teaching  of  religious  doctrine. 
This  underscores  the  fact  that 
our  concern  with  religion  and 
correct  behavior  is  not 
confined  by  any  college 
boundary  but  pervades  the 
entire  instructional  effort  of 
the  University. 

“The  learning  experience  in 
any  academic  subject  reflects 
the  character  and  values  of 
both  teacher  and  students. 
Questions  of  brotherly  love, 
personal  integrity,  and  the 
proper  use  of  knowledge  are 
the  concern  of  every  teacher 
and  every  discipline  at 
Brigham  Young  University. 

“Not  everyone  will  favor  an 
educational  philosophy  that 
gives  such  preeminence  to 
n  on -  traditional  areas  of 
instruction,  but  our  objectives 
are  so  well  known  that  we  are 
entitled  to  assume  that  both 
our  students  and  our  faculty 
have  chosen  to  pursue  their 
education  in  a  special 
environment  with  an  explicit 
set  of  values. 

“The  principles  of  our  Code 
of  Honor  are  an  integral  part 
of  both  lesson  objectives  and 
evaluation  in  every  class  in  the 
University.  Thus,  a  student 
who  is  dishonest  in  the  pursuit 
of  studies,  such  as  by  cheating 
on  an  examination  or 
plagiarizing  in  the  preparation 
of  a  paper,  may  receive  a 
failing  grade  for  the  entire 
examination,  paper,  or  course, 
even  though  the  cheating  or 
plagiarizing  only  involved  a 
small  percentage  of  the  total 
academic  performance.  Such  a 
dishonest  act  compromises  the 
whole  nature  of  the  learning 
enterprise  as  we  view  it  at 
Brigham  Young  University. 

“For  this  reason,  dishonesty 
is  qualitatively  different  from 
a  mistake  in  content  that  only 
affects  the  correctness  of  a 
part  of  the  work.  I  sincerely 
believe  that  any  dishonest  act 
committed  in  connection  with 
the  classroom  experience, 
formal  assignments,  or 
examinations  is  relevant  to  the 
grading  process  at  BYU. 

“It  is  essential  to  the  growth 
and  vitality  of  Brigham  Young 
University  that  we  all  have  a 
unified  perspective  on  the 
nature  and  significance  of  our 


Minister  Fidel  Castro

I  am  always 
sad  when  we  say  “we  are 
different”  as  justification  for 
failure  to  measure  up  to  the 
accomplishments  and  high 
standards  of  other  universities 
who  have  excelled  in 
individual  areas.  Pride  in 
difference  can  conceal  or  serve 
as  an  excuse  for  mediocrity. 
But  there  are  instances  where 
our  differences  are  vital  to 
what  makes  us  unique.  We 
must  not  hesitate  to  be 
different  when  our  way  is 
better. 

“Occasionally  we  are  asked 
if  BYU’s  assertion  of  its 
distinctive  educational 
philosophy  might  jeopardize 
our  general  accreditation.  This 
policy  statement  of  the 
Federal  of  Regional 
Accrediting  Associations 
should  put  this  doubt  to  rest:

Cuban  talks  considered 


Oil  companies' 
bids  submitted

DENVER  (AP)  .  Two  companies  seeking  to  produce  crude 

oil  from  the  vast  oil  shale  deposits  of  the  West  jointly  bid 
$210.3  million  Tuesday  to  develop  one  Colorado  site. 

The  apparent  high  bid  was  submitted  by  Standard  Oil  of 
Indiana  and  Gulf  Oil.  It  was  among  eight  bids  submitted  under  a 
federal  program  to  lease  six  5,000-acre  tracts  on  government 
land  in  Colorado,  Wyoming  and  Utah. 

Director  Curt  Berklund  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management 
said  his  staff  would  analyze  the  bids  and  announce  a  decision  on 
the  winner  fo  the  20-year  lease  within  a  week. 

The  shale  deposits  contain  an  estimated  600  billion  barrels  of 
recoverable  oil,  nearly  as  much  as  all  the  world’s  proven 
reserves. 

But  experts  estimate  it  will  be  four  or  five  years  before  the 
first  production  begins  and  a  decade  before  enough  mines  and 
refineries  can  be  built  to  produce  500,000  barrels  of  oil  a  day. 
U.S.  oil  consumption  is  about  17  million  barrels  a  day. 

The  oil  is  locked  in  rock  formations  across  millions  of  acres  in 
the  three  states.  Producing  the  petroleum  involves  extracting  the 
oil-bearing  rock,  removing  the  oil  by  a  heat  process  and  then 
discarding  the  leftover  rock. 

It  is  the  discarding  of  the  leftover  rock  that  environmentalists 
claim  will  cause  tremendous  damage  to  the  region. 

Tuesday’s  apparent  high  bid  far  exceeds  the  top  offer  to 
$500,000  rejected  by  the  government  in  a  similar  bidding  in 
1968.  Jack  Horton,  assistant  interior  secretary,  said  the  higher 
price  reflects  changed  market  conditions  and  the  energy  crisis. 

Oil  companies  have  studied  the  production  of  oil  from  shale 
for  years,  but  until  recently  the  estimated  production  cost  of 
$4.50  a  barrel  far  exceeded  market  prices.  However,  that 
changed  last  year  when  oil-producing  nations  upped  their  prices 
by  400  per  cent  and  prices  passed  $5  a  barrel.  Oil  shale  now 
appears  to  be  a  potentially  profitable  business. 

The  shale  industry  is  expected  to  transform  the  serene  sheep 
and  cattle  country  about  35  miles  southwest  of  Meeker,  Colo., 
the  site  of  Tuesday’s  bid,  into  an  economically  booming  area. 

The  next  tract,  also  in  northwestern  Colorado,  will  be  offered 
Feb.  12.  Two  5,000-acre  tracts  will  also  go  up  for  bids  in 
Wyoming  and  two  more  in  Utah.

President  Kimball,”  said  Elder 
McConkie,  and  set  him  apart 
as  the  prophet,  seer  and 
revelator  and  as  the 
trustee-in-trust  of  the  Church. 

Speaking  again  of  President 
Lee,  Elder  Mcconkie  said, 
“The  Lord  has  another  work 
for  him  to  do  a  greater  and 
more  extensive  assignment. 
And  the  Lord  in  his  wisdom 
knows  what  ought  to  be  done 
with  his  personnel.”  But.  he 
also  stressed  that  the  work 
prepared  for  the  new  president 
and  prophet  was  also  a  great 
consideration. 

“This  is  a  forward  looking 
Church,”  declared  Elder 
McConkie,  “We  do  not  do 
Other  than  go  forward  and 
onward.” 

The  pattern  and  system  of 
choosing  a  new  First 
Presidency  will  continue  to 
occur  “automatically,”  said 
Elder  McConkie,  due  to  the 
keys  of  authority  and  power 
given  by  the  Lord  to  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve. 

“The  Lord’s  hand  is  in  the 
work,”  Elder  McConkie 
emphasized. 

The  problem  now  is  not

Cox  to  be  teacher 

CAMBRIDGE,  England  (AP) 
—  Former  Watergate  special 
prosecutor  Archibald  Cox  has 
been  named  a  visiting 
Cambridge  University 
professor. 

The  university  said  that  Cox, 
who  was  fired  from  his  post, 
will  be  Pitt  professor  of 
American  history  and 
institutions  for  the  academic 
year  beginning  next  October. 

Cox,  a  law  professor  at 
Harvard,  will  be  required  only 
to  visit  Cambridge  at  least 
once  to  deliver  a  lecture  or 
series  of  lectures. 

The  spokesman  added  that 
such  visiting  professorships  are 
decided  “long  before”  the 
appointments— sometimes  as 
much  as  a  year.  He  did  not  say 
when  the  decision  to  appoint 
Cox  was  made.

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Ford  advises 
subpoena  trims 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  Vice  President  Gerald  R.  Ford  says 
that  President  Nixon,  while  right  in  rejecting  Senate  Watergate 
committee  subpoenas,  should  make  available  to  the  committee 
any  evidence  related  to  criminal  activity. 

Ford  also  said  that  if  the  committee  trims  down  and  refines 
its  sweeping  request  for  White  House  documents,  then  “there 
may  be  -and  I  underline  ‘may  be’— an  area  of  compromise.” 

In  Morganton,  N.C.,  chairman  Sen.  Sam  J.  Ervin  of  the  Senate 
Watergate  committee  said  today  he  would  welcome  a 
compromise  on  the  subpoenaed  White  House  material  if  the 
agreement  were  in  writing. 

“We’ve  been  anxious  to  resolve  this  material  all  the  time,”  he 
said.  The  agreement  should  be  written,  he  said,  “so  there  could 
be  no  misunderstanding.” 

The  North  Carolina  Democrat  apparently  referred  to  an 
earlier  compromise  regarding  Nixon’s  offer  to  turn  over  selected 
tapes  to  Sen.  John  Stennis,  D-Miss.  Eirvin  maintains  that  he  and 
co-chairman  Sen.  Howard  Baker,  R-Tenn.,  thought  they  had 
agreed  to  verbatim  transcripts,  while  the  White  House  later 
announced  that  only  summaries  would  be  provided. 

Ford  was  interviewed  Sunday  on  NBC’s  “Meet  the  Press.” 

The  vice  president  supported  Nixon’s  rejection  Friday  of  the 
committee’s  request  for  nearly  500  Watergate-related  tapes  and 
documents.  Ford  agreed  with  the  President’s  assessment  of  the 
subpoenas  as  “a  fishing  expedition.” 

But  Ford  also  said  he  stood  by  an  earlier  statement  made 
during  his  confirmation  hearings  that  “any  evidence  that 
involved  a  criminal  action  ought  to  be  made  available  by  the 
White  House.” 

Ford  said  he  hadn’t  studied  the  500  documents  being  sought 
by  the  committee,  but  noted:  “I  can’t  believe  that  all  of  those 
documents  involve  alleged  criminal  activity  by  any  person 
involved  at  the  White  House.” 

The  vice  president  said  the  committee  subpoenas  seeking  the 
documents  were  too  broad  and  sweeping  and  that  the  panel 
should  consider  making  “some  refinements  in  the  demand, 
cutting  it  down  to  things  that  are  more  relevant  to  the 
committee’s  responsibilities.” 

However,  he  said  he  had  not  discussed  the  possibility  of  a 
compromise  “in  any  depth”  with  Nixon. 

Ford  also  said  he  hopes  Nixon  presses  on  with  his  so-called 
“Operation  Candor”  despite  what  Ford  called  “some 
reluctance”  on  the  part  of  some  White  House  staff  members  to 
continue  the  effort. 

But  Ford  said  the  President’s  actions  in  handling  the  energy 
crisis  and  the  Middle  East  could  do  more  to  restore  public 
confidence  in  his  administration  than  Operation  Candor.

GENEVA,  Switzerland  (AP) 
The  skyrocketing  price  of 
Persian  Gulf  oil  may  be  rolled 
back  6  per  cent  next  month 
because  of  the  dollar’s  growing 
strength,  an  Iranian  official 
said  Tuesday. 

B  ut  even  if  the  rollback 
takes  effect,  it  will  be  little 


comfort  to  consumers  affected 
by  the  approximately  400  per 
cent  increase  in  the  cost  of 
Persian  Gulf  oil  in  the  past 
year. 

Iranian  Finance  Minister 
Jamshid  Amouzegar  told 
newsmen  the  rollback  was 
“probable”  under  a  1972, 


agreement  in  oil  contracts, 
providing  for  monthly 
readjustments  tied  to  the 
strength  of  the  dollar. 

The  largest  cost  of 
producing  oil  comes  from 
taxes  paid  by  oil  companies  to 
the  producing  countries.

Impeachment  investigation  pledged 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Top  Republicans  and  Democrats  on 
the  House  Judiciary  Committe  pledged  a  united  effort  Monday 
in  their  investigation  of  grounds  for  the  possible  impeachment 
of  President  Nixon. 

The  display  of  bipartisanship,  missing  earlier  in  the  inquiry, 
followed  the  hiring  of  Albert  E.  Jenner,  66,  a  prominent 
Chicago  trial  lawyer,  as  chief  minority  counsel  for  the 
investigation. 

He  joins  John  Doar,  a  former  assistant  attorney  general 
selected  Dec.  20  as  chief  counsel  by  Judiciary  Committe 
Chairman  Peter  W.  Rbdino,  D-N.J.,  at  the  head  of  a  growing 
staff  that  is  conducting  the  first  presidential  impeachment 
inquiry  in  more  than  a  century. 

Nixon  proposes  oil  conference 

BRUSSELS,  Belgium  (AP)  -  President  Nixon  is  inviting  the 
leading  industrialized  countries  of  the  non-Communist  world  to 
Washington  next  month  for  a  conference  on  oil  supplies,  an 
authoritative  source  said  today. 

It  was  not  immediately  known  if  Nixon  also  is  asking  the 
oil-producing  countries  now  meeting  in  Geneva  under  the  aegis 
of  the  Organization  of  Petraleunr Exporting  Countries. 

U.S.  dollar  reaches  new  high 

LONDON  (AP)  -  The  U.S.  dollar  made  spectacular  new  gains 
in  most  European  money  markets  Tuesday,  hitting  1  1 -month 
highs  in  some  centers. 

The  price  of  gold,  meanwhile,  soared  to  an  all-time  high  of 
$130.50  an  ounce,  reflecting  uncertainty  over  the  future  value 
of  European  currencies,  dealers  said.

Coaching  honor  given  to  Knox 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Chuck  Knox,  who  led  the  Los  Angeles 
Rams  to  the  National  Football  Conference  West  Division 
championship,  was  named  National  Football  League  Coach  of 
the  Year  Saturday  in  an  Associated  Press  poll  of  sports  writers 
and  broadcasters. 

Knox  was  a  lopsided  winner  in  the  voting  by  three-man 
committees  who  cover  each  of  the  26  NFL  teams.  He  received 
43  votes,  more  than  half  of  the  maximum  of  78.  Denver’s  John 
Ralston  was  second  with  1 0  votes,  with  Cincinnati’s  Paul 
Brown,  John  North  of  New  Orleans,  Mike  McCormack  of 
Philadelphia  and  Lou  Saban  of  Buffalo  dividing  the  remaining 
ballots. 

“This  is  a  great  honor,”  said  Knox,  who  won  the  award  in  his 
first  year  as  an  NFL  head  coach.  “1  think  this  is  a  credit  to  our 
football  players,  to  my  assistant  coaches  and  to  Carroll 
Rosenbloom  and  Don  Klosterman,  who  gave  me  the 
opportunity  to  become  a  head  coach.” 

Rosenbloom,  owner  of  the  Rams,  and  Klosterman,  the  club’s

general  manger,  hired  Knox  to  rebuild  Los  Angeles  after  the 
club  had  sagged  to  a  6-7-1  record  and  third  place  in  the  NF'C 
West  in  1972. 

Knox,  41,  had  spent  10  years  in  the  NFL  as  an  assistant 
coach,  four  with  the  New  York  Jets  and  six  with  Detroit,  before 
the  Rams’  opportunity  came  along.  He  was  credited  with 
developing  and  improving  the  offensive  lines  of  the  Jets  and 
Lions. 

With  Los  Angeles,  Knox  handed  the  quarterbacking  job  to 
John  Hadl,  acquired  from  San  Diego,  and  traded  longtime  Ram 
signal  caller  Roman  Gabriel  to  Philadelphia  in  a  deal  that 
brought  wide  receiver  Harold  Jackson  to  Los  Angeles. 

The  passing  combination  of  Hadl  and  Jackson  plus  the 
development  of  second-year  running  back  Lawrence 
McCutcheon,  who  gained  more  than  1,000  yards,  helped  the 
Rams  take  charge  in  the  NFC  West. 

Los  Angeles  finished  with  a  12-2  record.  The  Rains’  two  losses 
were  by  a  total  of  three  points.

SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  -  College  football  teams  are  looking 
into  the  possibility  of  joint  travel  to  games  in  the  same  general 
area  as  a  means  of  conserving  energy,  according  to  a  spokesman 
for  the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association. 

Ross  H.  Smith,  Director  of  Athletics  at  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  and  chairman  of  the  NCAA’s  newly 
created  Special  Energy  Committee,  said  Monday  he  wouldn’t 
even  rule  out  the  possibility  of  teams  trading  intersectional 
games  so  they  wouldn’t  have  to  travel  far  from  their  own  area. 

He  pointed  out  the  NCAA  is  compiling  a  master  1974  football 
schedule  which  will  be  made  available  so  teams  can  consider 
trading  intersectional  contests. 

Wake  Forest  University  of  Winston-Salem,  N.C.,  already  has 
asked  out  of  a  game  with  Oregon  State  at  Corvallis,  Ore.,  next 
fall  because  it  doesn’t  want  to  travel  to  the  West  Coast. 

Smith  also  said  there  has  been  talk  about  cutting  back  NCAA 
championships  or  possibly  combining  more  than  one 
championship  at  a  single  site. 

It  was  noted  the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference,  of  which  Wake 
Forest  is  a  member,  is  thinking  about  abandoning  air  travel  and 
playing  only  opponents  within  reach  by  bus. 

“We’re  trying  to  prepare  ways  and  means  to  react  to  the 
energy  crisis,”  Smith  said,  “but  the  committee  was  appointed 
less  than  a  month  ago  and  we  lack  adequate  information  from 
the  Federal  Energy  Commission.

HOUSTON  (AP) 
Scrambling  Fran  Tarkenton  of 
Minnesota  and  poised  Bob 
Griese  of  Miami  were  born  on 
the  same  day  but  they  took 
different  roads  to  get  to  the 
same  place  Sunday-Super  Bowl 
VIII. 

Tarkenton,  with  the 
reputation  as  the  premier 
scrambler  in  the  National 
Football  League,  has  long  been 
an  established  pro  quarterback 
but  is  making  his  first 
appearance  in  the 
championship  playoffs. 

Griese  went  to  the  Dolphins 
during  the  expansion  stages 
and  started  a  steady  climb  to 
prominence  that  has  paralleled 
Miami’s  rise  to  the  glory  of 
three  straight  Super  Bowl 
berths. 

Scrambling  is  not 
Tarkenton’s  first  name  but  it  is 
what  opposing  teams  think 
about  most  when  they  think 
about  Tarkenton.  Stopping 
Tarkenton’s  madcap  gyrations 
Sunday  will  be  a  major 
factor  if  not  the  factor  in 
Miami’s  title  bid. 

Tarkenton,  the 
second-ranked  NFC 
quarterback  during  regular 
season,  finally  is  laying  to  rest 
a  long  standing  rumor  you 
can’t  win  with  a  scrambler. 

“It  was  the  greatest  lie  ever 
perpetrated  on  the  pro 
football  public,”  Tarkenton 
said.  “I  don’t  want  to  be 
known  as  a  scrambler.  I  don’t 
want  to  be  known  as  a  loser.  I 
just  want  to  be  known  as  a 
winner.” 

Tarkenton  completed  61  per 
cent  of  his  passes  for  15 
touchdowns  and  threw  only 
seven  interceptions  during  the 
1973  regular  season.  He’ll  have 
his  work  cut  out  for  him 
Sunday  Miami  led  the 
American  Football  Conference 
in  pass  defense. 

Opposing  Miami  Coach  Don 
Shula  recognizes  the  problem. 

“The  biggest  fear  about 
Tarkenton  is  that  he’ll  take  a 
busted  play  and  make  a  big 
gainer  out  of  it,”  Shula  said. 
“We’ll  do  a  lot  of  work  this 
week  dh  covering  the  rushing 
lanes  with  the  idea  of 
containment.” 


Tarkenton  presents  a  special 
problem  to  any  defense.  With 
most  quarterbacks,  the  idea  is 
to  force  him  out  of  the 
pocket.  With  Tarkenton,  the 
Dolphins  want  to  keep  him  in 
it. 

Tarkenton  will  throw  the 
bomb  to  John  Gilliam  as  he 
did  for  three  touchdowns  in 
the  divisional  playoff  against 
Washington.  The  Vikings,  who 
led  the  NFC  in  pass 
completions  average  and 
fewest  interceptions  thrown, 
also  use  flare  passes  to  rookie 
running  back  Chuck  Foreman. 

Gilliam  finished  the  regular 
season  as  the  eighth  leading 
receiver  in  the  NFC.  Foreman, 
Minnesota’s  leading  rusher 
with  801  yards,  tied  for  15th 
in  receiving. 

Griese  also  enters  the  game 
as  the  s e c o n d- r a n k e d 
quarterback  in  his  division. 


Tarkenton  in  action.  Miami 
linebacker  Doug  Swift, 
recalling  a  preseason  loss  to 
the  Vikings,  said:  “They 
didn’t  play  Tarkenton  until 
the  second  half  and  that’s 
when  they  beat  us.” 

Chances  are,  Tarkenton  will 
play  a  full  game  Sunday.

“He’s  a  delight,”  Shula  said. 
“He’s  one  of  the  most 
unselfish  men  I’ve  ever  known. 
He  doesn’t  care  how  he  moves 
the  ball,  just  so  it  moves.

Far  more  than  the  man  who 
hands  off  to  Larry  Csonka  and 
Mercury  Morris,  Griese’s  ace  is 
a  strong,  if  seldom  used 
passing  attack.  Griese 
completed  53  per  cent  of  his 
passes  in  the  regular  season  for 
1  7  touchdowns  and  only  eight 
interceptions. 

Griese  said  he  isn’t 
concerned  about  the  Dolphins’ 
role  as  favorites.  “They  don’t 
put  six  or  seven  points  on  the 
board  before  the  game  starts 
so  it  doesn’t  make  any 
difference,”  Griese  said. 


“I’m  not  the  type  to 
personally  guarantee  a  victory, 
but  I’ll  say  that  if  we  play  the 
type  of  game  we’re  capable  of 
playing,  we  have  a  good 
chance  to  win.” 


Griese  goes  into  a  game  very 
well  prepared.  “He  attacks  a 
defense  as  if  he  has  the 
opponents’  game  plan  taped 
on  his  helmet,”  a  scout  said  of 
Griese.

Guard  Johnny  Neumann,

First  off,  Neumann  said,  the 
Tams  did  not  know  whether 
there  would  be  a  team  in 
Memphis  this  season  after 
Finley  tried  to  sell  his 
franchise  and  then  was  late  in 
getting  the  club  organized. 

“Then  we  didn’t  know  when

Neumann  said.  “Then  Finley 
showed  no  interest  in  the 
franchise. 

“He  turned  Memphis  sour 
on  pro  basketball,  and  if  the 
team  dies,  he’s  to  blame,  not 
the  players.” 

Neumann,  a  6  -  f  o  o  t  -  6 , 
three-year  veteran  who  has 
averaged  16  points  per  game, 
was  traded  to  Utah  for  rookie 
forward  Ronnie  Robinson,  a 
6-foot-9  former  Memphis  State 
star,  6-7  forward  Mike  Jackson 
and  6-foot-2  guard  Glen 
Combs.

Mighty  UCLA,  winner  of  84 
consecutive  games,  and 
surprising  Notre  Dame, 
heading  for  the  first  of  two 
showdowns,  remained  1-2 
Monday  in  the  Associated 
Press’  major  college  basketball 
poll,  with  the  Bruins  a 
unanimous  choice  for  the  top 
spot. 

UCLA,  which  thrashed 
Washington  100-48  Saturday 
night  for  its  ninth  triumph  of 
the  season,  received  all  48 
first-place  votes  and  a  total  of 
960  points  in  balloting  by  a 
national  panel  of  sports  writers 
and  broadcasters. 

The  Bruins,  who  have  a 
chance  to  extend  their  winning 
skein  to  an  incredible  100 
games  before  the  end  of  the 
season,  will  play  Notre  Dame 
at  South  Bend,  lnd.,  Jan.  19 
and  at  Los  Angeles  Jan.  26. 


Notre  Dame,  idle  last  week 
and  7-0  for  the  season,  barely 
held  the  runner-up  spot, 
collecting  798  points  to  789 
for  Maryland.  The  Terrapins, 
beaten  only  by  UCLA  65-64  in 
their  season  opener,  ran  their 
winning  streak  to  seven  with 
triumphs  over  Richmond  and 
Clemson  last  week. 

North  Carolina  State,  a 
7  8-7  7  winner/  over  North 
Carolina  in  the  Big  Four 
Tournament,  hopped  over  the 
Tar  Heels  into  fourth  place 
with  686  points.  North 
Carolina  fell  to  fifth  with  554 
points.  Both  teams  are  7-1. 

Vanderbilt,  unbeaten  in  nine 
games  including  a  73-72 
victory  over  Alabama  last 
week,  vaulted  from  10th  to 
sixth.  The  Commodores  were 
followed  by  Marquette,  10-1, 
down  one  place  from  sixth  last 
week  after  losing  to  South 
Carolina  60-58;  New  Mexico, 


12-0,  up  four  spots  from  12th; 
Long  Beach  State,  10-1,  which 
held  ninth,  and  Providence, 
9-2,  which  rose  from  14th. 

Louis  ville  headed  the 
Second  Ten.  Then  came 
Alabama;  Indiana  and 
Wisconsin,  tied  for  13th;

Tribute  to  a  prophet 


“Not  many  of  us  see  the  death  of  more  than  two  Presidents  of 
the  Church.”  This  is  what  many  were  saying  at  the  death  of 
David  0.  McKay. 


Within  a  period  of  six  years,  the  Church  has  had  to  weather 
the  passing  of  three  great  leaders. 


What  can  be  said  posthumously  to  truly  eulogize  the  greatness 
of  President  Harold  Bingham  Lee,  eleventh  President  of  the 
Church?  Perhaps  a  word  about  his  humble  upbringing  in  a 
family  of  six  children  in  Clifton,  Idaho,  and  his  rise  to  success  in 
the  business  world  would  be  sufficient  to  indicate  his  character. 


Maybe  listing  his  numerous  Church  positions,  honorary 
degrees  and  honors  would  be  a  great  enough  tribute. 

But  this  is  not  enough  for  a  man  who  will  touch  the  annals  of 
Mormon  Church  History  with  an  array  of  innovations  in  Church 
government  to  his  credit.  It  is  not  enough  for  the  man  who 
humbly  but  proudly  accepted  the  responsibility  for  three 
million  human  beings  and  simply  urged  them  to  “keep  the 
commandments  of  God.” 


Perhaps  the  only  tribute  that  would  do  Pres.  Lee  justice  is  the 
one  given  by  his  successor,  Pres.  Spencer  W.  Kimball  at  the 
funeral  service.  He  said,  “President  Harold  B.  Lee  was  ...  a 
prince  among  us.”

At  the  conclusion  of  last  semester,  outgoing  news  editor  Dave 
Clemens  caused  somewhat  of  a  stir  over  alleged  news 
management  at  the  Daily  Universe  by  university  officials. 


Since  the  semester  had  almost  come  to  a  close,  the  Universe 
did  not  have  time  to  make  an  editorial  comment  concerning 
Clemens’*ictions. 


Clemens  wrote  Pres.  Dallin  Oaks  identifying  stories  both 
published  and  unpublished,  where  he  alleged  news 
mismanagement  and  undue  censorship  on  the  part  of  Pres.  Oaks 
and  other  university  officials. 


Clemens  made  the  letter  available  to  the  Associated  Press 
before  it  reached  the  president.  The  letter  was  then  afforded 
national  coverage  without  providing  the  school  an  opportunity 
to  reply  to  the  complaints  or  to  rectify  any  situations  it  deemed 
necessary. 


Many  readers  misunderstood  Clemens’  leaving  his  position  on 
the  Daily  Universe  and  its  relation  to  the  issues  presented  in  his 
letter  to  the  President.  Clemens’  leaving  the  position  of  News 
Editor  was  not  an  act  of  protest,  nor  was  he  forced  to  resign  by 
the  university.  It  is  a  Universe  policy,  practiced  now  for  a 
second  year,  that  all  editors  be  placed  in  new  positions  each 
semester  to  gain  a  wide  range  of  experience. 


Clemens  was  offered  another  position,  but  requested  release 
several  weeks  before  his  letter  was  written  in  order  to  devote 
more  time  to  his  studies. ' 


The  problems  spoken  of  in  the  letter  are  real,  but  are 
problems  faced  by  all  journalists  as  they  work  with  a  publisher 
or  owner.  Clemens’  letter  cited  some  examples  of  news  handling 
with  which  the  Universe  was  not  satisfied.  But  the 
administration  has  expressed  its  desire  to  consult  with  the 
editors  and  to  resolve  the  conflicts,  if  possible. 

Indeed,  in  all  fairness,  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  Pres. 
Oaks,  as  a  fair  and  capable  administrator,  has  worked  diligently 
to  aid  the  freedom  of  expression  on  this  campus. 

That  is  why  it  was  particularly  unfortunate  that  the  letter  was 
released  publicly.  The  letter  was  read  as  an  act  of  mutiny  or 
rebellion  of  BYU’s  news  editor  against  the  school  or  the 
administration,  which  it  was  not.  Dave  Clemens  will  tell  you  the 
same. 

Clemens  raised  legitimate  questions  that  need  to  be 
considered;  it  is  only  the  fact  of  the  letter’s  public  release  in  the 
face  of  Pres.  Oaks’  efforts  that  did  the  university  and  its  leaders 
an  injustice.  However,  while  these  administration  efforts  should 
be  acknowledged,  some  problems  do  exist  and  the  newspaper’s 
responsibility  to  the  student  body  cannot  be  ignored. 

It  is  here  that  progress  must  be  made.  And  it  is  here  that 
problems  can  be  resolved  if  handled  internally  without 
proclaiming  them  to  the  world.

We,  also,  congratulate  Provo  City  for  its  choice.  We  sadly 
realize  it  was  the  best  one.

To  establish  credence  for 
belief  in  such  shallow 
prognostications,  the  same 
article  lists  the  successes  for 
the  psychics  quoted  in  a 
similar  article  exactly  the  year 
before.  Many  of  the  10 
psychics  of  1973  are  also  in 
this  year’s  group  of 
prognosticators. 

In  all  fairness,  the 
astrologers  did  predict  that 
1973  would  see  the  Watergate 
woes  that  would  befall 
President  Nixon,  and  the 
attempt  on  his  life  (which  did 
force  the  President  to  cancel  a 
motorcade  in  New  Orleans).

money  to  the  poor.  This  year 
they’re  saying  it  will  be 
revealed  that  he’s  been  dead 
for  several  years. 

-A  new  planet  would  be 
discovered  and  named.  What 
planet? 

-Earthquakes  would  rock 
California,  but  the  most 
violent  one  would  occur  in 
Arizona.  Phoenix  and  the  rest 
of  Arizona  are  still  waiting. 

-Fidel  Castro  would  be 
removed  to  Russia  after 
internal  strife  in  Cuba.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  The  extent  and  impact 
of  Arab  oil  diplomacy  has  received  top  billing 
as  the  major  economic  imponderable  of  1974, 
but  in  the  minds  of  some  economists  another 
factor  is  even  more  of  a  puzzle. 

The  factor  is  human  psychology.  How  will 
consumers  react  to  all  the  bad  news  that  seems 
to  be  stored  up  for  1974? 

Many  believe  the  Mideast  oil  cutbacks  will 
end  by  spring.  This  proposition  underlies  a 
great  many  forecasts  that  call  for  a  mild 


that  choice  because  all  his  money  went  for 
essentials,  leading  economists  to  the  correct 
assumption  that  he  was  completely 
predictable. 

Now,  however,  many  millions  of  Americans 
have  discretionary  spending  power.  They  may 
choose  to  spend  or  not  to  spend,  to  save,  to 
invest. 

And  so  the  big  imponderable  for  1974  is 
really  how  the  consumer  exercises  his  choice, 
how  he  reacts  to  events,,  how  he  foresees  his 
own  future,  how  he  expresses  confidence  or 
fear. 


Dear  Brethren: 


In  order  to  help  conserve 
energy  resources  during  this 
period  of  crisis,  we  suggest  the 
following: 

1.  In  areas  where  members 
live  great  distances  from  the 
Church,  wards  and  branches 
may  wish  and  are  authorized:

In 
making  this  suggestion,  we 
recommend  that  Church 
members  use  wisdom  and 
avoid  undue  hazard  to 
personal  safety  in  traveling  to 
and  from  Church  services. 

4.  Where  it  is  feasible,  we 
also  encourage  members  of  the 
Church  to  join  car  pools;  and 
urge  them  to  observe  the 
prescribed  speed  limit. 

5.  We  suggest  that 
thermostats  in  homes  be 


lowered  where  it  is  feast 
and  that  all  unnecesit 
consumption  of  electricity  li 
fuel  be  eliminated. 

6.  We  also  suggest  that  tt 
topic  of  fuel  conservation! 
seriously  discussed  by  II 
members  in  a  family  h<  ill 
evening. 

We  request  that  you 
these  matters  d 
consideration  in  meetings  vfs; 
your  leaders,  that  you  i 
this  letter  in  a  Sacran 
Meeting,  and  that  thj- 
suggestions  be  reprinted 
your  newsletter  or  other  li 
publication.

The  consumer  today  is  the  catalyst  of  the 
economy  —  not  the  government,  and  not 
business.  The  consumer,  not  Uncle  Sam  or  the 
biggest  banks,  is  the  big  spender  -  when  he 
chooses  to  be.
